Washington, April 8.—At the capitol 
the situation was ardently discussed 
among individuals, and came up in pub­ 
lic debate in both houses. 
Senator Mor­ 
gan of Alabama said he was ready to 
vote for a declaration of war in discuss­ 
ing an amendment to the sundry civil 
appropriation bilk In the house a sig­ 
nificant declaration was that of Gen­ 
eral Grosvenor, who declared that war 
was inevitable. 
The opinion in the senate and house 
is that war must come. Even the most 
optimistic of the conservative senators 
have given up hope of a peaceful settle­ 
ment.

The latter plan is said to 
be that b t the president, aud efforts are 
being made to have it adopted so there 
will be uo division between the execu­ 
tive aud legislative branches of the gov­ 
ernment. 
Fear is expressed that there may be a 
long debate in the senate if some com­ 
promise is not Agreed upon before the 
committee on foreign relations makes 
its report.

Worst wreck th a t 'ever happened in 
M ontana has occurred on the M ontana 
Central. 
The dead are: 
L. 
Oppen- 
heimer, engineer! Charles W. Cockrell, 
fireman, and A. J. M artin, head brake­ 
m an. 
A westbound freight arrived at 
the Dry Forks bridge, 60 miles from 
here, aud proceeded to cross. 
The train 
was composed of 16 leads, one a car of 
dynam ite and five empties. W hen w ith­ 
in 25 feet of the bridge the dynam ite ex­ 
ploded, w recking the bridge and tear­ 
ing IO cars to kiudliugwood. 
A hole 
was torn in the earth 50 by 26 feet and 
five feet deep. 
Telegraph poles and 
wires were blown out aud com m unica­ 
tion from G reat Falls shut off. 
The 
bodies of two of the trainm en wore 
hurled from the wreck which im m edi­ 
ately caught fire and was consumed. It 
is supposed that the car containiug the 
powder was derailed on the bridge aud 
the jolting caused it to explode.

There wa* ta w in M ilton, Pa., in 
1800 a man of w onderful geuirw, if 
said. His nam e was Robert Seydell, an 
he died in 1847. Four children survive, 
tw o of whom reside here— a son, Jacob 
Seydell, and a daughter, Mrs. Gray. 
Mr. Seydell was a coppersm ith and 
was alm ost continuously w orking out 
some device connected w ith the m a­ 
chinery in his factory. To him , it is re­ 
lated by soma of the oldest citizens of 
th is place, belongs the discovery of the 
process of m aking lead pipe, and, like 
m any other inventors, the idea of m ak­ 
ing the same was stolen from him and 
fu rth er developed to its present form of 
m anufaotnre. 
It was in the latter part of the th ir­ 
ties th at the idea suggested itself to 
bim , and the follow ing is the way be 
w rought it out : He first took a slug, or 
casting of lead, placing it ou a m andrel, 
or rod of steel, about 16 feet long and 
an inch in diam eter. 
The m andrel was 
highly polished, aud upon this he drew 
or rolled out the lead to the fall length 
of the god, thus giving him an inch 
bore, and the m aterial was rolled, it is 
said, to a one-fourth inch, m aking a for 
tai diam eter I 
inches for the pipe. 
A fter com pleting several sections of the 
length of the m andrel he soldered them 
together, m aking the pipe of w hatever 
length he desired. 
He put it to practical nse by fasten 
jug jt to pum p heads, aud also running 
it from springs to connect w atering 
troughs and spripgjaouses in the coun­ 
try round about here. 
JBfdpg greatly 
pleased w ith his discovery and receiv­ 
ing the most flattering of comment# 
from his friends and neighbors in this 
section, he concluded to make his in 
vention more widely known, aud henoe 
made a visit to Philadelphia, taking 
his device w ith him. 
At the F ranklin institute in that city 
be gave his first exhibition to quite a 
num ber of inventors, artisans and me 
obanicH. As it is now related, every one 
who witnessed it was more than de 
lighted, and so expressed him self in 
his im m edite presence. It was not long 
th at he was allowed to rem ain in a con 
ditiou of supreme happiness over his in 
vention, for a short tim e after he made 
a disclosure of his discovery, aud w hile
